YORK DECORATED. 


BETTING EVEN. 


MANHATTAN FIELD, N. Y., Nov. 23.— 


The gridiron at Manhattan Field this af- 
ternoon was the scene of a memorable 
struggle for the intercollegiate champion- 
shi£ honors between the elevens of Yale 
and Princeton. 
There were many ap- 


proaches by which the battle ground 
could be reached, but there were none too 
many to accommodate the thousands 
that thronged to witness the battle 
royal. Princeton had the heavier team 
especially on the lines, but Yale with her 
superiority back of the line balanced this 
and the scale showed an eduipose. Both 
teams were confident and both were in 
good physical condition. All the morn- 
ing the corridors of various hotels were 
thronged with enthusiasts, who were anx- 
ious to place their money. Yale was the 
favorite yesterday at odd of 100 to 75, but 
last evening and this morning there came 
a change and odds went down and even 
money was wagered. 


Princeton men were always ready to 


take all New Haven cash that supporters 
of the blue would put up on stock ex- 
change this morning. There was some 
lively betting and the great financiers of 
the world were as enthusiastic as the 
latest-joined freshmen. Along Broadway 
thismoreing there was bustle and rush 
and the principal stores were gaily 
decorated with a combination of the 
rival colors. The gates of the Manhattan 
field opened at 12.30 o'clock and at that 
tsme an enormous crowd had gathered 
about ijhe entrance. 
The moment the 


gates were opened the crowd rushed in 
belter skelter, laughing, cheering and 
screaming, Soon the coaches commenced 
to arrive. Some were draped in blue and 
some in yellow and black. As each coach 
filed into the enclosure on the north side 
of the field the occupants set the 
horns atooting and raised thfe college yells 
which were responded to from all sides of 
the field. About 1.30 o'clock, half an 
hour from time of starting, the grand 
stands commenced to hll up and there 
were fully 12,000 people who eagerly 
awaited the moment feu the leather to be 
sent flying. The viaduct overlooking the 
gronnds was simply black with a crowd 
lined six and eight feet deep which fully 
equally the number who had paid admis- 
sion fees. 
'^Deadhead hill" contributed 


its quota but was not as well filled as 
usual as fifty cents had been charged for a 
seat on the rocks. The weather was per- 
fect and not a cloud obscured the sky. 
The air waa balmy and warm.

CAUCUSES. 


A good deal of discussion is now going 


on as to what defines a man's party stand- 
ing and his right to attend a party caucus. 
A fine is imposed on one attending and 
voting in another than his own party 
caucus, bnt the law defining party stand- 
ing in Massachusetts leaves the establish- 
ing of a voter's political status to the town 
or city committees of the various parties. 


The act of 1895, chapter 489 and section 


7 covers this matter as follows: 


Section 7. All notices for holding can 


cases shall apply to all members of the 
political party whose caucuses are to be 
held, and to them only. No person having 
voted in the caucus of one political party 
shall be entitled to vote or take part in 
the caucus of another political party in 
tbe same calendar year. Each town or 
city committee may make reasonable 
regulations, not inconsistent with the 
provisions of law, to determine member- 
ship in the party, and to restrain others 
than those who are entitled to vote at the 
caucus from attendance thereat or taking 
part therein. But no political committee 
of any party shall deprive any voter from 
taking part in a caucus of said party on 
tbe ground that the voter had supported 
an independent candidate for political 
office.

This is not stating that 
President Cleveland is » candidate for a 
third term, for as to that no one knows 
but hliuseK The talk of a third terra has 
been confined only to newspapers, and 
there is no one who can say he ever heard 
Mr. Cleveland give an expression on this 
subject. I am not i n a position to state 
whether Mr. Cleveland will be a candidate 
or not. 


"There is one thing I con say, however, 


the management of the government Is a 
business, a system of government bank. 
A* bank's business is entirely confined to 
the management of the finances of man; 
people. If a bank president has proven 
himself competent and faithful, he is re- 
elected, not only ones or twice, bat dozens 
of times. 


"Tho business of a government is that 


of managing and preserving the interests 
of tho people/of a nation and maintaining 
life, liberty and property, nnd If a bank 
president is elected many times, why 
should it not be so with the President of 
tho United States?"

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The Democratic 


steering committee of the senate held a 
meeting in this city of three hours' dura- 
tion. 
The members who were present, 


are very rcticiont as to what occurred, but 
it is known that a thorough canvass was 
made of the Democratic situation, with a 
view to deciding upon a line of policy in 
the next session. The question of the or- 
ganization ot tbe senate was discussed at 
length.
